And  would  those  wlm 
have  I econiiiieiided  tin-  alteration  of  titles,  or  siihstilti- 
tion  of  />.  I'-r  liir.  wish  to  de|irive  our  good  Orthodox 
neighhors  ol'tin.-  l•l(■rical  profession,  id'  nil  titles,  by  mo- 
nopoir.wf!  or  .ippropriating  i.rrlnsirrlij  to  our  drnomiun- 
tioii  the  ouhj  title  allowed  to  he  used  for  designuting  a 
I  lergyman  ?

We  take  no  olfeiicc  either  vvay,  aiul  intend  to  give  none.

The 
tenth  Lecture  As  devoted  to  the  prophetical  writings  of, 
the  Old  Tcsianicnt,  showing  that  they  are  so  identilieil 
with  the  history  of  the  Jews,  that  they  cannot  he  over- 1 
thrown  vvilliont  dc-slroy  ing  that  history.  The  elev-, 
’  el. til  timl  twelfth  Lectures  are  devoted  to  a  cunsidera- 
tioii  of  till:  lilir,  labors,  ministry,  miracles,  and  death  of 
Jesus  Christ,  showing  that  the  fio'iirl  nccuiint  of  these 
is  siij'ported  hy  plain  ami  stubhorii  facts.  In  the  thir¬ 
teenth  Lm  tnre,  several  strong  and  welt  selected  priMifs 
[I  are  given  id'tlie  geiiiiineness  and  aulheiiticity  of  tlie  hooks 
of  the  New  'rcstament — and  in  the  fourteenth  and  fif- 
H-entli  I.ectnres  some  of  the  le.iding  causes  of  infidelity 
Ijare  considered,  ainl  the  hopes  of  skepticism  are  coiiipa- 
rcil  and  coiitra-ted  with  those  which  revelation  bestows. 

'!  Such  Ls  the  very  brief  outline  of  a  work  which  con¬ 
tains  a  valuable  amount  of  info'-mation  in  a  small  com- 
I  pass;  and  which,  though  it  may  give  tinmy  opinions 
dilfering  from  my  own,  1  could  wish  to  sec  exteiisivelv 
i  i-i-.ul,  and  well  understood,  hy  the  generality  of  Univer- 
,  salists  who  have  not  access  to  more  voluminous  woiks

I  they  enihnieed  the  most  minnte  eirciimstanees  in 
stM-li  a  manner,  that  they  were  thought  to  eontradiet 
each  othr  r :  hy  this  st-nning  disparity,  the  attention 
I  of  Ik-  multitude  was  excited  to  mark  Hie  Ailfilmeiit 
jof  their  prophecies.  (’ompareJer,  xxxiv  ;  2-7,  and 
j  Kzc-k.  xii :  IIL  Jereiniali  announced  that  he  should 
isee  the  king  of  Babylon  and  be  carried  to  Itabylon  ; 

]  Kzekiel  declared  that  he  should  not  see  Babylon  : 

I  Jeremiah  announced  that  he  should  die  in  peace  and 


be  buried  after  the  manner  of  his  uncest.irs  :  Kzekiel 
pru|ihesied  that  he  should  die  a  captive  in  Babylon. 
.Now  these  apparent  discrepuncics  are  all  perlceily 
harmonized  in  the  literal  itilfilmenl  of  every  parti¬ 
cular  pHrt ;  for  in  the  first  place,  Zedekiah  suw  iImc 
.king  of  Babylon,  wlio  commanded  that  Ins  eyes 
i  should  be  put  out  la-fore  he  was  iiirrird  to  i>Hby Ion  : 
i  in  the  next  placi-,  he  died  in  Hahylon,  in  place, 
u{M)n  his  k-d,  and  was  allowed  the  fuin  nil  .solemni¬ 
ties  which  it  had  bi-en  customary,  to  observe  fiir  the 
'former  kings  of  Judah.  S^ee  Jer.  xxxix  :  4-7.  2 
Kings,  XXV  :  (5-7.  'J’hus  both  their  predictions, 
which  iH'fore  were  thought  to  lie  at  variiiiice,  were 
so  lully  and  minutely  lulfilled  in  cveiy  |  iitnculai, 
linu  the  Ji  ws  fi  ll  Uie  strongest  eoiilidt  lue  that  these 
prophets  were  both  divinely  inspired  by  the  unerring 
wisdom  of  Heaven." 

••  The  niaiiner  in  which  the  Jewish  temple  should 
lie  profmed  by  Antimhns  Kpipbunes,  ns  well  as 
tin  death  of  lha'.  headstrong  prince,  together  with  a 
dcM  ri|)tion  of  his  temper,  uiid  even  the  peculiar 
coiiiitenaiK  C  by  which  he  was  (’i'tinguislicd,  were 
clearly  foretold  by  the  prophet  Daniel,  more  than 
•1(1(1  years  b.  lore  the  prediction  received  its  nccoiii- 
plishmcnt  ;  «s  may  be  seen  by  coiisulliiig  the  t  ighth 
cliiiptv  I  ol  bis  prophecy.  Daniel  Jikevvisc  (orctold, 
III  tin-  ninth  chapter,  2('>li  and  27lh  verses,  of  his 
prophecy,  the  destruction  of  the  city  ol  Jerusalem  : 
the  general  desolation,  imt  only  ot  the  city,  but  ol  all 
the  land  ol  Judea,  together  with  the  final  cessation 
of  the  saerifucs  and  oblations  ol  the  Jews.
